In a recent address W. Owen Wilson, 
president National Association of Insur- 
ance Agents, referred to the fact that a 
group of mutual companies has a special 
arrangement for insuring properties in 
which the Resettlement Administration is 
interested. He said the stock companies 
had not offered terms that the R. A. de- 
manded, but that efforts were now being 
put forth on the part of stock interests 
to make a deal. 

From Washington comes this intelli- 
gence concerning the deal with the 
mutuals: 

Resettlement Administration entered 
into a contract dated Oct. 20, 1936, with 
a group of mutual fire companies, provid- 
ing for the insurance of resettlement 
properties throughout the United States 
against loss or damage by fire, lightning, 
windstorm, hail, explosion, riot, civil com- 
motion, air craft, self-propelled vehicles, 
and smoke. This contract makes such 
insurance available also to certain clients 
of RA and homestead associations to 
which RA has conveyed property. This 
agreement was entered into only after 
negotiations were had with various indi- 
vidual companies and groups of com- 
panies, both stock and mutual. It is not 
an exclusive contract, and RA is in a po- 
sition to give consideration to other plans 
or proposals submitted bv any other in- 
surance company or group of companies. 


National Mutual Association 


These insurers, operating as the Na- 
tional Mutual Association, have estab- 
lished a central office in Washington, 
thus facilitating the handling of the in- 
surance and providing uniform treatment 
for the different properties. All the in- 
surance is written under the same terms 
and conditions except where peculiar re- 
quirements of different states must be 
met. 

The insurers are obligated to replace or 
repair all damaged progerty. Provision 
is made for covering any property by au- 
tomatic binder upon notice by the admin- 
istration. Specific insurance coverage is 
later provided after all details are as- 
sembled. ; 

No details are available as to how many 
buildings RA has constructed.

The yearly premium is computed at the 
established rate on the property except 
that in no event does the rate exceed 60 
cents, except such as is used primarily for 
industrial or mercantile purposes. The 
insurance may be issued for a term of five 
years. 

Neither the administrator, RA nor the 
government assumes any liability for pay- 
ment of premiums except for such insur- 
ance as may be issued directly to and in 
the name of the government, as the in- 
sured. The premiums on all other insur- 
ance are charged to the insured. At the 
end of each month a statement of pre- 
miums is submitted to the administrator 
and such premiums are payable by the 
respective insured 90 days thereafter. 

All insurance is issued on a participat- 
ing basis without liability for any addi- 
tional contingent premium and the in- 
sured thereunder shall in no event be 
subject to any liability for assessment ex- 
cept in Massachusetts and New Hamp- 
shire, provided, however, that the insured, 
under any insurance issued by United 
Mutual Fire or Union Mutual Fire or 
National Retailers Mutual shall be sub- 
ject to assessment liability as provided 
by their laws, which assessment liability 
shall in no event exceed, as to any of 
such companies, its proportionate share 
of one additional premium. 


Dividends Go to RA 


The companies will pay to the adminis- 


| trator, for the benefit of the respective in- 


sured, all dividends which at the option 
of the administrator may be credited to 
the renewal premium of the respective in- 
sured. 

The insurance may not be canceled by 
the companies prior to the termination of 
this agreement except for non-payment 
of premium or termination of financial in- 
terest of the government. The adminis- 
trator, however, may at any time, cancel

The companies agree to defend before 
any court or authority to the best of 
their ability, all provisions of the agree- 
ment and of the master form and will, 
under no circumstances, rely upon any 
ruling or court decision invalidating any 
provision of the agreement, the master 
form or any certificate of insurance as a 
defense to the payment of any loss which 
may have occurred prior to such ruling 
or court decision. 

It is understood that other mutual 
companies may become parties to the 
agreement with the consent of the ad- 
ministrator and the companies. 

The master form waives about 15 cus- 
tomary exceptions to coverage such as 
fallen building clause, conditional owner-

Bennett Attacks 
Agency Contracts; 
Warns on Signing 


Protests Against “Unfair” 
Provisions and Failure to 
Consult Agents 


NEW YORK.—In a vehement attack 
the new fire and casualty agency 
contracts which companies are submit- 
ting to their agents for signature, Sec- 
retary Walter H. Bennett of the Na- 
tional Association of Insurance Agents 
in this week’s “American Agency Bulle- 
tin” declares that the new fire contracts 
open the way to possibilities of injus- 
tice that ought not to be written into 
any agency contract and that the new 
casualty agreement is full of grief for 
the agent and specifically disregards the 
principle of ownership of expirations. 
Members of ‘the National association 
should stop, look, and listen before sub- 
scribing to these new instruments, he 
declared. : 

“Tt is stated that the purpose of these 
new contracts is to place the company- 
agency relationship on a basis that will 
affirmatively show that the agents are 
not employes and thus meet the exemp- 
tion of the federal social security law,” 
Mr. Bennett states. “But even so, it 
is wholly unnecessary to incorporate 
into any new ‘agency agreement’ oner- 
ous terms and conditions which | have 
nothing to do with this question.” 


Protests Refunding Arrangement 


on 


Mr. Bennett complains of the section 
about the refunding of commissions on 
cancelled business, which provides that 
these refunds should be made by agents 
without any limitation. 

“The unfairness of the clause is ap- 
parent where an agency terminated 
either by resignation of the agent or by 
the withdrawal of the company,” he 
points out. “If the company decides to 
cancel and rewrite through a new agent 
all of the unexpired business written by 
a former agent, he would be called upon 
to return all of the so-called unearned 
commissions on all of the business writ- 
ten in that company. Such wholesale 
cancellation without any fault on the part 
of the agent and without any desire on 
the part of the company to be relieved 
of the liability would be an act of in- 
justice that ought not to be written into 
any agency contract. 

“The casualty ‘new agreement’ is full 
of grief for the agent. It specifically 
disregards the ownership of expiration 
principle. It provides that the company 
may change its terms, even the most 
vital part of the contractual relation, 
without knowledge or consent of the 
agent. Such an instrument not a 
contract but an edict resting in the 
company unlimited power over the mov- 
ing consideration, permitting the com- 
pany to change the ‘schedule of com- 
mission allowance’ and to suit the wishes 
of the dictator.”

National Fire Waste email 
Contest Plan Proves Effective 


U. S. Chamber of Commerce 
Urges Cities to Join in Cutting 
Down Losses 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — Despite 
popular notion, fire losses increase as 
business improves, not when it is spiral- 
ing downward, The reason is to be found 
in the fact that with business on the 
upgrade inventories are increasing, closed 
plants are reopening and obsolete estab- 
lishments are being fixed up for opera- 
tion. Intense business activity heightens 
fire exposure in all plants and at the 
same time increases the total number of 
fires because there are more establish- 
ments operating. 

Last year’s fires cost the country 10,- 
000 lives and brought a property loss of 
$263,000,000, which was an increase of 
11.9 percent over 1935. People ask if 
nothing can be done about it. One thing 
that holds promise the annual fire 
waste contest conducted by the U. S. 
Chamber of Commerce and its affiliate, 
the National Fire Waste Council. In the 
600 cities participating in this contest the 
1936 fire was $1.40 per capita, 
against $2.27 in cities not participating.

Second Phase of the Project 


Agents and field men in 12 western 
states have substantially completed the 
first phase of a program of business de- 
velopment and education, which West- 
ern Underwriters Association has sug- 
ested, in cooperation with the Business 
Development Office, according to a re- 
port made to a meeting of the W. U .A. 
public relations committee. 

In six months 143 zones have been 
established in 12 states with joint com- 
mittees of agents and field men for 
each. 

To the end of June 131 Business De- 
velopment meetings have been held with 
a total attendance of more than 13,500 
agents and field men, and with about 
1,050 talks made. 


Some Meetings Held Over 


At least 44 additional meetings are 
provided for in those states which got 
a late start, but have been postponed 
until early fall. 

Nine states which have 
first series of zone meetings 
Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Michigan, Mis- 
sauri, Minnesota, North Dakota and 
Oklahoma) are now ready for the sec- 
ond phase of the program to be inaug- 
urated after Labor Day. Other states 
will take up the second part when the 
first has been completed. 

Tennessee, South Dakota and Wis- 
consin have been active but have not 
organized under the new set-up althaugh 
they are expected to undertake similar 
programs as soon as possible. 


Objections Are Set Forth 


The program is intended to bring 
about a more complete understanding 
and appreciation of stack fire insurance 
and local agency service by agents and 
field men and to follow through on the 
work previously done as evidenced by 
the distribution of the stock company 
agency bulletins, ta bring about maxi- 
mum use of the material distributed by 
the Business Development Office as 
contained in “Facts and Comments Re- 
garding Sound Insurance,” and to es- 
tablish a foundation of information and 
perfect machinery for the execution of 
the second leg af the program, which 
is to be of a more specific nature. 

The setup, acording to the report, pro- 
vides several committees in each state 
instead of one committee; provides per- 
manent machinery for agents and field 
men ta work together in a common 
cause; gives every eligible field man a 
definite assignment, thus spreading the 
work among all representatives rather 
than a few willing workers; provides 
definite and permanent machinery in 
each zone with a substantial personnel to 
aid any representative in that zone. 

“Thus we have created a flying squad 
in practically every county in each of 
the states, ready to fly to the assistance 
of any representative,” the report states. 

“Reactions of agents and field men to 
this work have been most encouraging,” 
the report asserts. “When our best 
field men and most experienced local 
agents voluntarily delare they have been 
greatly helped by discussions at these 
meetings and demand their periodical 
continuance, we feel that we are at least 
on the right track. Surely no project 
has sa nearly enjoyed the complete sup- 
port of our people generally—tlocal 
agents, field men and company officials.”

Dauwalter Discusses Plan 
of Non-assessable Contracts 


Business Development Office Di- 
rector Sees a Weakness in This 
Policy Condition 


F. S. Dauwalter, director of the Busi- 
ness Development Office in New York 
City, has written to H. O. McIntosh of 
Topeka, Hanover Fire, chairman of the 
3usiness Development committee in his 
state, regarding non-assessable con- 
tracts of mutual companies. The Kansas 
statute provides that non-assessable con- 
tracts may be issued by such companies 
having a guarantee fund of not less than 
$25,000. In commenting on this, Mr. 
Dauwalter said: 

“This provision in my opinion is not 
at all repugnant to reason. All policy- 
holders in mutual companies are mem- 
bers of those companies and it is not 
unreasonable that in their capacity as 
members they should be permitted to 
agree upon the terms of the insurance 
contract which their company issues and 
they accept. If they choose to relieve 
themselves of assessment liability with 
the understanding that this may impose 
a barrier to complete recovery for losses 
sustained, that is their business and the 
statutes of Kansas provides a means by 
which this may be accomplished legally. 


Responsibility on Policyholders 


“Should a company issue non-assess- 
able policies in compliance with this law, 
such policies in my opinion would not 
become assessable should the guarantee 
fund of the company at a later date fall 
below minimum requirements. On the 
other hand, responsibility rests on the 
policyholder to ascertain that the guar- 
antee fund of a company is equal to or in 
excess of minimum requirements when 
he accepts a non-assessable policy. 

“There is only one thing in my opinion 
which would change the status of a non- 
assessable contract which has been is- 
sued in accordance with legal require- 
ments and that is a change in the by- 
laws of the mutual company itself. All 
policyholders of a mutual company, as 
previously stated, are members of the 
company and are bound by its articles 
of incorporation, constitution and by- 
laws. A change in these with reference

REPORTS ON BROKERS’ CONGRESS 

Coordination of efforts of brokers 
throughout the world by means of an 
international insurance bureau is con- 
templated in a proposal made at the In- 
ternational Congress of Insurance Bro- 
kers held in Paris recently, according to 
R. M. Redmond, president Insurance 
Brokers Association of Illinois, who at- 
tended as delegate of that group and of 
the National Association of Insurance 
Brokers. Tentative constitution and by- 
laws were considered. The bureau will 
serve as a medium for brokers organiza- 
tions in all countries. Most of the ses- 
sions were conducted in French or Ger- 
man, making it difficult for one who did 
not know either languauge to under- 
stand what it was all about.

Frequently, it 
is believed, an agent will secure relief 
rates for a client by manufacturing mu- 
tual competition when the real competi- 
tor is another board agent. Under the 
new setup this sort of rate reduction 
will doubtless be eliminated.

Swiss Reinsurance Results 





Observations Are Given on World In- 
surance Conditions in 1936 Annual 


Statement 





The 1936 annual statement of Swiss 
Reinsurance is now available in this 
country. It shows assets of 716,772.386 
Swiss francs. The reserves in the de- 
partments other than life amounted to 
157,793,443 francs and the life reserves 
were 301,542,146 francs. 

In the observations accompanying the 
statement, the observation is: made that 
fire reinsurance proved profitable in all 
countries on the continent with the ex- 
ception of Sweden, Italy and Spain. 
British home business closed with a loss. 

“In the United States the ratio of 
profits shows a retrograde movement, as 
was to be expected after a series of un- 
usually remunerative years. Acquisition 
costs have everywhere marked a further 
advance; in some countries they have 
reached an unhealthy level, partly as a 
result of legal regulations covering sal- 
aries and working hours. Direct writing 
companies will ultimately have to seek 
a compensation for these additional ex- 
penses in an adjustment of premium 
rates.” 


Profit In Marine End 


The marine department again gave a 
profit, in spite of the rise in the ratio 
of claims. The incidence of loss in per- 
sonal accident insurance has been less 
heavy. The deficit in this is entirely at- 
tributable to the experience of aviation 
insurance on which the rates are inade- 
quate. 

The moderate margin of profit remain- 
ing in third party liability insurance has 
further declined and it seems doubtful 
whether it will suffice to meet the higher 
awards which have been already materi- 
alized and which may still be expected 
as a result of currency devaluation, in- 
creased wages and the rise in the cost 


of living. A readjustment of the pre- | 


mium rates to altered conditions, particu- 
larly in motor business, appears to be 
inevitable and “we observe with satis- 
faction that in several countries earnest 
endeavors are being made in this direc- 
tion. Our results from the United States 
were satisfactory;” Burglary, theft, fidel- 
ity and surety produced a surplus, both 
in the United States and Europe. 

The devaluation of the Swiss franc 
had a considerable influence on the fig- 
ures of the profit and loss account and 
the balance sheet. The alteration in ex- 
change values reacted in favor of Swiss 
Reinsurance, particularly as regards the 
volume of premium income and interest 
earnings which show a partial return to 
the conditions obtaining prior to depreci- 
ation of certain leading foreign curren- 
cies. The effect of the devaluation is, 
however, only partly reflected in the un- 
derwriting result, as several important 
currencies were devaluated at the same 
time as the Swiss franc and the experi- 
ence in certain territories in which Swiss 
Reinsurance gets much business was less 
favorable than last year. 

The extent to which Swiss Reinsur- 
ance shall be called upon to meet the 
claims in Spain is still uncertain, accord- 
ing to the report. Reliable particulars 
are not av ailable and the question of the 
insurers’ liability for losses in as far as 
they are occasioned by riot and civil war. 
is not yet determined. Swiss Reinsur- 
ance has made provision for these con- 
tingencies in its reserve. The amount of 
interest earned on investments is sub- 
stantially larger than in recent years. 

Swiss Reinsurance has a major inter- 
est in this country. In the United States 
Swiss Reinsurance under its own name 
does a fire reinsurance business. It owns 
European General Reinsurance, which 
oes a casualty reinsurance business, 
and North American Reassurance, which 
is the only exclusively life reinsurance 
company in the country.

D. E. Eveleth and F. F. Seitz have been 
elected assistant secretaries of the Pacific 
National Fire. The former has been man- 
ager of the automobile department since 
1931 and was given charge of the nation- 
wide automobile activities of the com- 
pany. Prior to that he was manager of 
the automobile department of the Cali- 
fornia. He graduated from the Univer- 
sity of California and received his early 
training as an automobile underwriter 
vith the Commercial Union in its Pa- 
cific Coast department. 

Mr. Seitz entered insurance 23 years 
ago as a cierk in the Royal and later be- 
came superintendent of the loss depart- 
ment af the Balfour-Keffler agencies at 
San Francisco.

Need Study of Long Haul Problem 


THE insurance problem of the long haul 
trucker continues to be acute. Hints have 
been dropped from time to time that the 
INTERSTATE COMMERCE COMMISSION bu- 
reau of motor carriers is impatient with 
the attitude of the large, standard insur- 
ance companies and the possibility is being 
voiced that the government may create a 
fund to handle the insurance requirements 
of these risks. 

We believe that the casualty companies 
may be criticised to some extent for not 
having made a serious minded, cooperative 
study of the problem to determine whether 
these risks could not be insured on some 
basis. On the other hand, we have come 
to the conclusion that the insurers can’t be 
too severely criticised for having come to 
the a priori conclusion that the field as 
a whole is uninsurable under present cir- 
cumstances. If the trucker would do those 
things that have to be done to make him- 
self acceptable as an insurance risk and 
would pay the price that is demanded for 
indubitably sound indemnity, then he might 
not be able to compete. The small and 
medium sized trucker seems to be caught 
in an economic squeeze. One of the first 
underwriting considerations in almost any 
line is whether the assured is operating 
profitably. By and large a profitable en- 
terprise is a good insurance risk and un- 
profitable enterprise is not. 

Many of these truckers, in order to sur- 
vive, have to misuse their man power and 
equipment and buy cheap insurance. 
The problem of insurance cannot be 
separated from the inherent problem of 
the industry. The day of reckaning of 
a good many truckers has undoubtedly 
been deferred by reason of the fact that 
there has been a cheap insurance market.

Some of the larger and more responsible 
insurance houses have been experimenting 
with the risk. So far as we know, how- 
ever, there has not been the concerted 
study of the problem that there should be. 
The attitude of most executives undoubt- 
edly is that they will wait for develop- 
ments, wait for liquidation of the unsound 
operators, wait for the INTERSTATE Com- 
MERCE COMMISSION regulations to become 
crystallized and have their effect. That 
is the easy and safe course and perhaps 
is the only possible one to pursue. How- 
ever, if only for the sake of appearances, 
the insurance industry as a whole, we be- 
lieve, should face the problem. 

It is hard to escape the belief that a pool 
arrangement is desirable, if not for the 
purpose of sharing the losses, then at 
least for the purpose of providing a uni- 
fied, effective inspection, engineering, 
road and patrol service. 

All sorts of theories prevail as to what 
constitutes effective service in connection 
with these long haul risks. One theory is 
that on the main highways throughout the 
country there should be set up a system 
comparable to the signal block system of 
the railroad; that at every 50 or 100 miles 
there should be a station to observe the 
condition of the equipment and of the 
driver, to be available in case of emergency 
and to give whatever service may be in- 
dicated. If such a system should be de- 
sirable and feasible it would be silly for 





a dozen or so insurers to attempt to set up 
duplicate systems. Here a pool would cer- 
tainly be indicated. 

The service cost must be high in con- 
nection with such insurance. The trucker 
must expect to pay the loss cost, but it 
may be that he has a justifiable complaint 
if he is called upon to pay a service cost 
that could be greatly reduced and rendered 


much more effective by joint effort. 

It would not be good to have the gov- 
ernment insure these risks, but the insur- 
ance companies are not in a position to 
offer much objection to that course if they 
have not made a real study of the situa- 
tion and justified a negative attitude on a 
supportable basis or offered a positive pro- 
gram. 


Greatly Pursuing a Calling 


THE late OLIVER WeENDELL Ho.MEs, 
justice of the Unirep States SUPREME 
Court, a man of culture, wide reading, 
mighty understanding once said: “Every 
calling is great when greatly pursued.” 
At times we find men in insurance are 
inclined to apologize for their calling. 
This is particularly true in life insur- 
ance. The jokes developed against in- 
surance agents are largely the effect of 
those who pursued the calling in a small 
way in years gone by. Insurance has 
been dignified and the tone of the call- 


ing greatly raised because the men in 
it in recent years in a large degree have 
been those of stature and service. They 
have made insurance a great business. 
The fact that the business of insurance 
has increased so much in public acclaim 
is due to the men in it who would have 
molded any business in the right way 
and brought it to greater heights. 
Therefore, any agent worth while can 
add something to insurance by the rec- 
ord he makes. To do otherwise is to. 
fall short of one’s obligations.

This would prevent any driver’s work- 
ing more than four 15-hour days in any 
one week. Further than that, carriers 
are barred from requiring a driver to 
work more than a tatal of 12 hours in 
any period of 24 consecutive hours, ex- 
cept to permit drivers to finish their run 
in cases of accident, floods, storms, or 
other emergencies. 

Wide Effect Seen 

The scientific investigatian 
relation between accidents and driver 
fatigue will not be carried on by the 
commission but under the supervision ot 
scientists and experts in other branches 
of the federal government and it is ex- 
pected that the survey will have an effect 
on motor safety far beyond lang haul 
trucking. Furthermore, with other de- 
partments of the government cooperat- 
ing, the survey will not be hampered 
by the limited congressional appropria- 
tion under which the motor carriers di- 
vision of the I. C. C. is at present forced 
to operate.

Michigan Solons’ Repair Job 
on O. D. Law Is Imperfect 


Wrangle Over Adjournment 
Jeopardizes Amendments—Sili- 
cosis Section May Be Invalid 


LANSING, MICH.—An attempt at a 
special session of the Michigan legisla- 
ture to correct several technical faults 
in the new occupational disease act ap- 
pear really to have increased complica- 
tions. 

The corrective bill, which was passed 
by both houses, did not remedy all of 
the flaws nor did it contain a “severance 
clause” which would save the law in its 
entirety should one or more sections be 
found unconstitutional. 

A cloud was cast over the whole pro- 
cedure by the fact that the senate 
adopted a concurrent resolution provid- 
ing for sine die adjournment and the 
members left without waiting for house 
concurrence. The house refused to ad- 
journ and a few members have held 
daily “sessions” in order to establish the 
unconstitutionality of the senate’s action. 
All actions taken at the session may 
thus be invalidated, including the O. D. 
amendments. The senate may capitulate 
and return in sufficient numbers to act 
on a valid adjournment resolution. 


Two Flaws Are Corrected 


The disease bill amendment eliminates 
an erroneous reference to a‘‘director” in 
the original act, no provision having been 
made in the law for such an executive. 
The amendment places administrative 
duties with the department of labor and 
industry and its compensation commis- 
sion. 

The original act provided for certain 
payments in accordance with a schedule 
stated in the act to be contained in Sec- 
tion Three. The schedule, however, ap- 
peared in Section Two. This inadvert- 
ence was corrected. 

The original plan was to have the cor- 
rective bill include a section broadening 
the benefits on account of silicosis. Ob- 
servers say the original law compensates 
only silicosis in the mining industry 
although there is provision for compen- 
sating pneumoconiosis in other indus- 
tries. There was a difference of opinion 
as to whether the section as passed was 
defective, so the proposed corrective 
section was abandoned. No attempt 
was made to attach a severance clause to 
maintain constitutionality of the re- 
mainder of the law should the silicosis 
section be attacked as “class legislation.” 

A meeting of the regional committee 
of the National Council on Compensa- 
tion Insurance for consideration of rate 
schedules had been postponed to await 
the action of the special session. Study 
of the original act had revealed so manv 
flaws that it was feared the law could 
not be made effective without rendering 
it immediately vulnerable in the courts. 





Motorists in Safety Move 


GREEN BAY, WIS.—The Protective 
Motoring Association has been organ- 
ized here with 105 charter members 
among automobile owners. The associa- 
tion is entirely local and is not affiliated 
with any other organization. Safer driv- 
ing is the main objective. Members of 
the association will be required to carry 
adequate insurance as a condition of 
membership. 


Murphy Signs Bills 

Governor Murphy of Michigan has 
signed the act cutting the fees charged 
rating bureaus and licensed raters, and 
permitting domestic stock casualty com- 
panies to issue $1 par stock and to ex- 
pend or contract their capitalization in 
accordance with directors’ wishes and the 
needs of the times, providing the com- 
missioner’s approval is obtained in each 
instance. Correspondence schools in the 
future will be required to give bond for 
protection of their students in the state 
under terms of another approved act.

Loss Excluded in Main 
Contractors’ Liability Policy 





American Mutual Liability has been 
held liable by New York appellate divi- 
sion, first department, for judgment of 
$30,000 that was obtained by an employe 
of an assured against a subcontractor 
installing an elevator for the assured, 
even though the underlying liability 
policy excluded liability for injuries to 
employes of the assured. The case was 


Thompson-Starrett Co., Inc., vs. Ameri- 
can Mutual Liability. 
Gurney Elevator Company was the 


assured under a contractor’s contingent 
liability policy, which excluded protec- 
tion on account of injuries to Gurney’s 
employes, Thompson-Starrett entered 
into a subcontract whereby Gurney Ele- 
vator Company agreed to install the 
elevators in the office building at 30 
Pine Street, New York City. Gurney 
agreed to save harmless Thompson- 
Starrett against all claims caused by any 
form of neglect of Gurney in connection 
with this project. 

American Mutual Liability executed 
an endorsement to the Gurney policy 
tending to cover the liability of Thomp- 
son-Starrett on account of accidents oc- 
curring during installation of elevators 
by Gurney. Part of the agreement was 
that Thompson-Starrett would have no 


employes engaged in the installation 
work. 

Burke, an employe of Gurney, was 
struck by a brick negligently dropped 


by an employe of Thompson-Starrett. 
The higher court stated that the suit 
is directed solely against American Mu- 
tual Liability upon the endorsement 
which it saw fit, for additional premium, 
to attach to the policy. American Mu- 
tual Liability was furnished with a copy 
of the indemnity agreement in the sub- 





which contained no reference to the em- 
ploves of Gurney. Thompson-Starrett 
was entitled to protection even against 
its own negligence where a person suf- 
fered injuries as the result of an acci- 
dent. If American Mutual intended in 
the endorsement to exclude liability for 
injuries sustained by the employes of 
Gurney, through the negligence of 
Thompson- Starrett, such limitation could 
easily have been accomplished. Ameri- 
can Mutual contends that the endorse- 
ment was not made for the benefit of 
Thompson-Starrett and consequently 
Thompson-Starrett cannot maintain the 
action. The court said it disagrees with 
that contention. American Mutual was 
paid for the additional insurance which 
it saw fit to write. 





Excess Insures Against 


Penalty Under High-Low Plan 


The Excess, the casualty reinsurer, 
announces that it is prepared to write 
a contract guaranteeing that an assured, 
under the workmen’s compensation re- 
trospective rating plan, will not have to 
pay the penalty charge that the plan 
imposes for poor experience. It guar- 
antees that no matter what his experi- 
ence his premium will be no more than 
the so-called standard premium. Some 
of these contracts have been sold by 
London Lloyds.

Canadian Companies Follow Example 
of American Carriers; Increase on 


Some Forms 





TORONTO —As a result of a more 
favorable underwriting experience life 
companies operating in Canada have put 
in effect revised premium rates on group 
accident and sickness insurance through- 
out the Dominion, comparable to the 
similar action just taken in the United 
States. In effect, the changes mean 
rate reductions on popular plans with a 
slight increase on some forms rarely 
used. 

The new rates are effective on policies 
issued after Aug. 1 and on existing 
policies will become effective on the next 
renewal date. It is understood, however, 
that in some instances the reductions 
will be made on existing policies only 
where experience has shown they are 
justified. Individual contracts will be 
considered, and if loss experience has not 
been favorable reductions will not apply.

Federal Life Is Issuing Aggregate 
Form Guaranteed Renewable to Age 
65 











After a lapse of several years due to 
unprofitable experience on non-cancell- 
able acident and health insurance, the 
Federal Life of Chicago has reentered 
that field with its special noncancellable 
income disability policy, guaranteed re- 
newable to age 65. It provides $1,000 
indemnity for loss of life and monthly 
indemnity for loss of both hands, both 
feet, sight of both eyes caused by either 
accidental injuries or sickness. The con- 
tract is sold with elimination period of 
14, 30 or 90 days. 

Total accident disability indemnity 
provides payment during life of the in- 
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sured subject to the aggregate indemnity 
clause. The total sickness disability pro- 
vides monthly indemnity for a period of 
such disability but not exceeding 24 
consecutive months and not exceeding 
the amount specified in the aggregate 
disability clause. 

Hospital indemnity provision may be 
omitted at slight reduction in rate. 

If the insured is confined to hospital, 
regular monthly indemnity provided in 
the policy is paid starting with the first 
day and covering the period of confine- 
ment during the elimination period only. 
The policy is issued only to male risks, 
and subject to medical examination. 

The total of all indemnities payable 
under the provision covering loss of 
hands, feet, sight of eyes; total accident 
or sickness disability and hospital indem- 
nity is a sum equal to the monthly in- 
demnity for 60 months. 

A 31-day grace period is provided for 
payment of premiums after the first. 
After any default in payment of pre- 
mium the policy may be reinstated as 
provided in standard provision 3, if the 
insured submits evidence of good health 
and insurability. The contract is issued 
in units of $10 monthly indemnity with 
a minimum of $59 monthly and maxi- 
mum of $200. Indemnity for accidental 
death is $1,000, which may be increased 


at additional rates up to a maximum of 
$7,500.

Florida Act Provisions Are 





Explained by Commissioner 





TALLAHASSEE, FLA. — W. C. 
Heaton, chairman Florida industrial 
commission, the operating organization 
of the state compensation law, calls at- 
tention to certain provisions of the 
amended act. 

In case of a minor working in viola- 
tion of the child labor law compensation 
benefits will be doubled the amount 
otherwise payable. The employer alone 
and not his insurance carrier is liable 
for the increased amount. 

Another provision requires all em- 
ployers to furnish safety devices and 
equipment and use methods and proc- 
esses to give reasonable safety to em- 
ployes. The waiting period was reduced 
from 14 days to four days, and the 
minimum compensation raised from $4 
a week to $6. 

Attorney-General Carr Landis rules 
that insurance agents, special agents 
and claim adjusters are barred from 
examining witnesses and arguing facts 
of law before the commission, as such 
activities constitute practice of law. 
The opinion was written for Chairman 
Heaton. 





Chiropractors Are Recognized 


SALT LAKE CITY.—Utah chiro- 
practors have won a 14-year-struggle for 
recognition in treatment of industrial 
injuries. A committee has been named 
to work out a definite fee schedule for 
chiropractic service to be paid by the 
carriers. 


Report Ohio Fund Figures 


Members of the Ohio industrial com- 
mission estimate receipts this year will be 
between $1,000,000, and $1,250,000 more 
than in 1936, increase being attributed 
to better business conditions. About 
5,000 more employers are protected by 
the workmen’s compensation fund than 
last year. Claims will run about 35 per- 
cent higher than in 1936. Reserve and 
surplus funds are back to practically 
normal, with about $50,000,000, includ- 
ing $4,000,000 surplus. In depression 
years the commission paid out between 
$17,000,000 and $18,000,000, more than 
it took in. 
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SURETY 


Savings Bank Blanket Bond 
Is a Broad Form, Confined 
Chiefly to Eastern States 








NEW YORK.—tThe special bankers 
blanket bond form that is written for 
savings banks only is very broad in its 
coverage, although its field is a limited 
one. It is confined largely to the east, 
concentrating in New England but ex- 
isting in New York, New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio. It is comparable to 
an all risks policy, covering dishonesty, 
burglary, robbery, theft, larceny, mis- 
placement and destruction. 

This type of coverage came about in 
1928 when the National Association of 
Mutual Savings Banks, not being satis- 
fied with the coverage and rates pro- 
vided under existing policies, appointed 
an insurance committee to investigate 
the matter. The result was a request for 
a special form and the U. S. Guarantee 
was the first to come forward with a 
policy designed to suit the needs of the 
savings banks. Today nearly all of the 
large surety companies write it. 

While there was a great deal of com- 
petition over it when it was new. the 
business has settled to an even keel and 
is developed on a basis of service. It is 
business which does not come into the 





office, however it must be sought and 
while it may be hard to sell at first, 
once on the books, it usually stays there. 
In recent years the expanding assets of 
savings banks have brought about an 
increase in this type of fidelity bond. 


Plan Super-Surety Outing 

The Surety Association of Chicago is 
planning a somewhat ambitious outing 
for Aug. 24 at the Bon-Air Country Club 
near Wheeling, Ill. This is one of the 
joint outings that have been held from 
time to time by the Milwaukee and Chi- 
cago surety people, but invitations for 
the Aug. 24 occasion have been sent to 
members of the surety associations in 
Detroit, Kansas City and St. Louis as 
well. There have been several accept- 
ances from those places. An attempt is 
also being made to have at least one 
official from each of the head offices par- 
ticipate. There will be luncheon, dinner 
and floor show. There will be prizes for 
golf, swimming etc. The committee con- 
sists of R. D. Searles, Fidelity & De- 
posit, chairman, Edmond Madden, Mary- 
land Casualty, and Lloyd Conochie, Cen- 
tral Surety. 





Surety Bonds Are Required 


Surety companies are delving into the 
liability phases of the mutual benefit as- 
sessment concerns writing death benefits 
which under the new Illinois insurance 
code are required to post a bond guar- 
anteeing the honesty of the officials and 
that they will carry out their contracts. 
The surety people are satisfied that there 
is a depository liability in the require- 
ments and hence refuse to write such 
bonds. They suggest that the only way 
out will be for the directors to pass 
a resolution stipulating that not over 
$5,000 be deposited with banks that are 
in the FDIC

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Anderson Shows Advantages 
of Health Insurance 





While a number of companies selling 
accident insurance soft pedal health in- 
surance, yet agents find that there is a 
real demand for illness indemnity, this 
particularly being true with men of mod- 
erate income and especially wage earn- 
ers. In case of men of larger income 
they are satisfied with a waiting period 
of two weeks or a month which brings 
their health premiums down to a very 
reasonable figure. When one is covered 
from the start the premium is much 
higher. As a matter of fact, of course, 
illness causes a greater economic loss to 
families than accident. 


Scope of Iliness Claims 


A. D. Anderson, who is head of the 
accident and health department of the 
Continental Casualty’s city office in Chi- 
cago, calls attention to the fact that 
heart trouble alone causes more deaths 
than all accidents put together. If there 
is added cancer, tuberculosis, stomach, 
kidney disorders and some of the minor 
ailments such as appendicitis, gall blad- 
der and throat condition, the number of 
victims of disease far outruns the pro- 


cession of those that have been dis- 
abled by accident. Therefore, Mr. An- 
derson takes the position that if an 


agent or broker is protecting his clients 
in the most effective manner he cannot 
thrust aside health insurance. The effect 
on the earning power of the client must 
be taken into consideration, the possi- 
bility of his expense being increased in 
case of illness and the results it- would 
have on his household. 


Should Have Full Cover 


Mr. Anderson takes the position that 
a life insurance man who would recom- 
mend only accidental death insurance to 
the head of a household who wanted to 
provide for his family would be consid- 
ered unintelligent or dumb. Similarly 
an agent who recommended windstorm 
and earthquake insurance on a building 
and left out fire insurance would cer- 
tainly be regarded as a mighty poor in- 
surance man. 

Naturally illness is far more liable to 

attack anyone than accident. The main 
question is to adjust sickness insurance 
to the financial budget of the prospect. 
Where it seems that a prospect would 
be better served through health insur- 
ance than anything else that should cer- 
tainly be recommended, in Mr. Ander- 
son’s opinion. 
_ Mr. Anderson finds in his supervis- 
ing of insurance salesmen that many 
neglect to sell health coverage because 
they feel that there is too much cause 
for dispute in the settlement of a claim 
and it leaves the assured in a bad frame 
of mind. He is inclined then to ques- 
tion how the sale is presented. 


Use of Elimination Period 


Mr. Anderson believes that the reason 
more health insurance is not sold is not 
because people do not want this indem- 
nity but it is the manner in which they 
are approached and talked to that deters 
them. An elimination period, he says. 
does much to cut down the cost and if 
a salesman presents an honest and truth- 
ful Picture outlining the limitations and 
restrictions instead of passing them over 
lightly, he will soon realize that claim 
troubles, if they should arise, are easily 
adjusted. If the assured understands his 
contract and what will be covered in 
case of illness then there is little occa- 
sion for fear. 


There are 150,000 physicians in the 
United States. There are 60 doctors to 
each undertaker, the physicians treat 
more people in 72 hours than the under- 
takers bury in a full year. According 
to the “Almshouse Record” in New 
York City, one person out of 12 is sent 
to that institution because of illness ex- 
pense. Mr. Warner, in his report, 
“American Charities,” declares that 
sickness, though not the largest, is the 
most constant cause of poverty. 

During National Accident & Health 
Week the slogan “68” was used effec- 
tively. This was due to the National 
Safety Council’s report that 68 persons 
were disabled every minute in every day 
in 1935. Of this number, Mr. Ander- 
son finds, 17 were disabled by accident 
and 51 by illness. Therefore, he says, 
that in his opinion most men want to 
be protected from illness. 

He uses as an illustration a 12-story 
building. An agent, he said, would not 
insure the top floor, the fifth floor and 
the basement leaving the rest of the 
building uninsured. Yet when only ac- 
cident insurance is written and the man 
is left unprotected so far as the illness 
hazard is concerned he is being insured 
in a half baked way. 

Mr. Anderson points out the fact that 
one person out of each 175 in the United 
States is in a hospital today. There are 
7,500 hospitals and sanitaria in the 
United States with about 825,000 beds. 
During the last five years they have 
never been less than 75 percent occu- 
pied. The average stay ranges from 13 
to 18 days. The “World Almanac” re- 
ports than in 1936 there were 21,621,766 
patients in hospitals and dispensaries in 
this country. 


Public Liability Verdict 


Those selling public liability insur- 
ance are interested in the verdict that 


was awarded Dr. Jahn R. Thilen of 4323 
Central avenue, S. E., in Cleveland by 
the common pleas court, he receiving 
$25,000 for injury he incurred when he 
slipped on ice in front of a building. 
The suit was for $40,000. The defendant 
company that owned the building was 
held responsible in that water running 
from its roof caused ice an the sidewalk 
in front of the building and hence it was 


in not providing gutters to carry the 


dents and commercial people. This 
shows that sufficient public hability in- 
surance should be carried to protect a 
building owner or lessee. 


Water Damage Profitable, But 


Although water damage insurance first 
was written in 1904 and the experience 
has been excellent on the line, it has been 
sold only in a limited way and 33 years 
after its origination only two fire and two 
casualty companies in the United States 
write the pure water damage coverage. 
These are: Home of New York, North 
British & Mercantile, Aetna Casualty and 
Maryland Casualty. Quite a number of 
other companies, however, give the pro- 
tection in combination with other con- 
tracts. The casualty companies are offer- 
ing it in connection with the household- 
er’s comprehensive form in states where 
they are permitted to write this coverage. 
Marine companies give this protection in 
the personal property floater and other all 
risk forms. 


However, since only a few thousands of 
protection need be carried on any indi- 
vidual risk, the premium actually is mod- 
erate, it is said averaging perhaps $30 on 
manufacturing and mercantile risks and 
$20 on residences and apartments. The 
protection afforded is broad, including 
also damage due to rain or snow blowing 
in broken or open windows, doors and 





skylights. Water damage policies may 
be secured both on building and contents, 
although excluding sprinkler leakage 
damage.

Insurance Prospects

Agents just at this time should be on 
the lookout for Labor Day events that 
That 
is always one of the big rain insurance 
| days of the year. In practically every 
community there are sure to be some 
|annual or special events that represent 
an investment or promise an income or 
both. It is an easy line to sell and is 
not complicated. 

The companies are eager to get as 
many small rain risks as possible to 
| provide a spread. The larger risks are 
regarded as accommodation lines. 

A type of rain insurance risk that is 
gaining popularity is the expense re- 
imbursement form. Among prospects 
are employers that have company out- 
ings or picnics. Frequently the employer 
| goes to much expense in preparing for 
these events. If rain forces abandon- 
ment of the party, the insurance pays 
the expense that has been incurred. 
| Another form that has been on the 
| market for about a year and is having 
a steadily increasing sale is the one that 
stands back of guarantees, usually on 
the part of country newspapers, that the 
| cost of advertising in a special edition 
will be refunded to the advertiser in the 
event of rain on the Saturday following 
the appearance of the advertisement. 

A good many country newspapers de- 
pend on one or two special editions a 
year to insure an annual profit. In 
soliciting advertising from local mer- 
chants, one of the most frequent objec- 
tions that is encountered is the possi- 
bility of rain. If the newspaper pro- 
prietor is in a position to disarm the 
prospective advertisers by agreeing to 
refund the cost of the insertion in the 
event of rain, he can frequently make a 
sale. 

A Cincinnati real estate man received 
considerable publicity through the pur- 
chase of rain insurance to cover special 
advertising expense incurred in an- 
nouncing the completion of a $30,000 
home. Although it was a publicity 
stunt, the Frederick Rauh agency, 
through which the cover was written, 
received three requests for information 
the first day after the article appeared. 
The policy provided the real estate firm 
would be reimbursed for its advertising 
expenses if one-tenth of an inch fel} 
between 11 and 5 o’clock Sunday.

Comments on Amendment 





Secretary Patton of the Kansas Asso- 
ciation of Insurance Agents Tells 


About Non-resident Licenses 


Secretary Wade Patton of the Kansas 
Association of Insurance Agents has 
sent a letter to members discussing the 
notice sent out by Commissioner Hobbs 
of that state to all fire, marine, casualty 
and surety companies, calling attention 
to the fact that at the,last session of the 
legislature it amended the insurance code 
providing for the licensing of non-resi- 
dent agents and the counter signature on 
policies. The attorney general opined 
that all policies must be.signed by a 
resident agent who shall receive the 
usual and customary commission. The 
resident agent authorized to sign such 
policies must be a duly commissioned 
agent and not a salaried employe of a 
company or general agent who receives 
a salary. It is generally understood that 
the usual commission shall not be less 
than 5 percent. 


Kansas Secretary’s Comment 


Mr. Patton says: 

“Your special attention is called to the 
copy of a letter from the insurance de- 
partment to all companies operating in 
the state. The letter is specific that all 
types of insurance written on property 
located in Kansas must be countersigned 
by a resident local agent. The 1937 
legislature added to the previous law, 
which made it unlawful for any fire, 
marine or any fire and marine insurance 
company to write business in this state 
without it being countersigned by a 
Kansas local agent, the following words, 
‘or casualty or surety company,’ there- 





fore, Kansas joins 46 states in the re- 
quirement that a resident agent counter- 
sign every insurance contract. 

“We believe this is a very progressive 
step in the insurance history of this state 
and recognition of the sound principles 
of the American agency system. Local 
agents are already calling to the atten- 
tion of their companies the provisions of 
this letter from the department and at 
the same time inquiring about any risks 
that may have been written by an out- 
state broker in the past.”

Great Decrease in Number of 
Minnesota Agents Shown 


ST. PAUL.—An astonishing decrease 
in the number of agents in Minnesota is 
revealed by the insurance department. 

A compilation made as of July 1 showed 
13,888 agents of all kinds doine business 
in the state compared to 22,000 two 
years ago. 

According to Leonard Long, rate su- 
pervisor in the department, the major rea- 
son for the sharp decrease was the quali- 
fication blank sent to all agents a year 
or so ago. Many agents failed to return 
the blanks filled out and were automatic- 
ally dropped from the list of licensed 
agents. Many others had their licenses 
cancelled because they could not qualify. 

A number of agents who have been li- 
censed solely to write insurance on their 
own property were disqualified by the 
department after an investigation. There 
has for some time been considerable com- 
plaint among bona fide agents on such 
practices but the department now believes 
it has this situation pretty well cleared up.

Saint Outlines Organized 
Agents’ Stand to Solons 


Aims and policies of the Oklahoma 
Association of Insurors were bulletined 
to the le gislature by Manager 5." 2B 
Saint in a letter which is one of a series 
he has star ted to inform the law makers 
about the insurance business in the state. 
His communication explains the makeup 
of the association and that it stands for 
high standards of responsibility and 
ethics. It gives figures on the insurance 
business done in all lines in the state, 
with total premiums of $52,838,280 last 
year and tax revenue of over $1,000,000 
accruing to the state annually. 

Mr. Saint points out the small amount 
for support of the department—only 
$35,761 in 1936. 

He said the association members write 
only stock insurance, believe in legiti- 
mate retail methods, sell insurance with 
fixed security behind it in only com- 
panies of unquestioned financial ability. 
The agents, he said, are resident citizens 
who foster good laws and oppose harm- 
ful ones. They stand for clean eco- 
nomical government. 


Larger Kentucky Tobacco 
Tax Would Affect Agents 


LOUISVILLE.—Some large tobacco 
insurance agencies are perturbed over 
the danger of losing considerable busi- 
ness due to the state tax commission 
proposing more than double the assess- 
ment value of tobacco on storage in the 
state. The four largest buyers of leaf 
tobacco manufacture no cigarettes in 
Kentucky and can store their tobacco in 





Virginia, North Carolina or elsewhere. 
They threatened to stop storing tobacco 
in Kentucky if the proposed assessment 
increase is made. If this should occur, 
agents would lose much business. 

The big companies buy Kentucky leaf 
in November through February, redry 
it, place it in wood hogsheads and store 
it away until aged or matured. It would 
be easy for them to move this leaf later, 
before assessment dates, to storage 
warehouses at point of consumption. 


Sale of Whisky Insurance 
Drops; Production Curtailed 


LOUISVILLE.—Not much insurance 
on whisky stocks is being placed, due 
to curtailment of production temporarily 
as a result of large stocks on hand, ex- 
cessively high costs of grain, and lack 
of active buying markets for summer 
produced whisky, which is more castly 
to make. All but about 12 of the ap- 
proximately 60 distillery plants in Ken- 
tucky have eased down, and most of 
them will remain so until the new corn 
crop becomes available in November or 
December, and at a price that will ma- 
terially reduce praduction cost. Pro- 
duction also has been materially reduced 
in Indiana.

fire and marine companies may write the 
personal property floater. An effort is 
being made by the I.M.U.A. leaders to 
apply this rule to casualty running mates 
of member fire and marine companies, 
even where the casualty carriers are not 
members of the I.M.U.A. 

New York admitted fire and marine 
companies are now writing the personal 
property floater in Illinois, where the law 
permits it, even though the same com- 
panies are barred from writing it in New 
York state. The New York department 
does not consider that this constitutes 
writing a form of business outside of 
New York which is prohibited in New 
York. The department’s view is based 
on the difference in definition of the word 
“floater.” The department says.that the 
term does not include general property 
at fixed locations for indefinite periods. 
The Illinois definition of what constitutes 
a floater risk is broader, however, and is 
broad enough to include personal prop- 
erty. The New York -department~-does 
not go so far as to insist that the Illinois 
definition of floater be exactly the same 
as New York’s. .

to non-assessable contracts would be 
binding upon all members and not infre- 
quently ‘such changes may. be made 
without having ‘been brought to the 
attention of the individual policyholder. 

However, Mr. Dauwalter declares that 
in the past mutual companies have 
stressed their large “contingent assets” 
which they declared could be realized on 
through the levying of an assessment as 
an added factor of security. He takes 
the position that they have weakened 
their position in abandoning assessable 
contracts, stating now that their ability 
to pay stands squarely on their balance 
sheet. 

“Therefore, an assured,” he said, 
“must compare the factor of safety which 
is provided in the stock company setup 
with the non-assessable mutual contract.”
